To Lloyd Davis, a Constable of the Town of Alfred 


In the name of the State of Maine, you are hereby 
required to notify and warn the Inhabitants of the 
Town of Alfred, qualified to vote by law in Town affairs 
to meet in the Town House in said Town on the 8th day 
of March A.D. 1969 at ten o’clock in the forenoon to 
act on the following articles to wit: 


Article 1. To choose a Moderator to preside at said 
meeting. 


Article 2. To elect all necessary town officers by 
secret ballot. 


(The polls for voting on Article 2 will be opened by 
the Moderator and will close at 6 o’clock in the after- 
noon.) 


Article 3. To see what sum of money, if any, the 
town will vote to raise by tax assessment for the care 
of the park and the town hall yard. 


Budget Committee recommends $100.00. 


Article 4. To see if the town will vote to raise by 
tax assessment the sum of $400.00 to make the services 
of the Community Child and Family Guidance Asso- 
ciation available to the residents of Alfred. 


Budget Committee recommends $400.00 
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Article 5. To see what sum of money, if any, the. 
town will vote to raise by tax assessment for Street 
Lights. 


Budget Committee recommends $1,700.00. 


Article 6. To see what sum of money, if any, the 
town will vote to raise by tax assessment for the re- 
pair and maintenance of the graves of soldiers and 
sailors. 


Budget Committee recommends $200.00. 


Article 7. To see what sum of money, if any, the 
town will vote to raise by tax assessment for incidental 
expenses. 


Budget Committee recommends $3,500.00 plus unex- 
pended balance. 


Article 8. To see what sum of money, if any, the 
town will vote to raise by tax assessment for town of- 
ficers’ salaries. 


Budget Committee recommends $4,000.00. 
Article 9. To see what sum of money, if any, the 


town will vote to raise by tax assessment for grading 
and maintenance of the town dump. 


Budget Committee recommends $1,700.00 plus un- 


expended balance. 


Article 10. To see what sum of money, if any, the 
town will vote to raise by tax assessment for insur- 
ance on town property. 


Budget Committee recommends $1,600.00. 
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Article 11. To see what sum of money, if any, the 
town will vote to raise by tax assessment for Parsons 
Memorial Library. 


Budget Committee recommends $1,000.00. 


Article 12. To see what sum of money, if any, the 
town will vote to raise by tax assessment for the ser- 
vices of a Public Health Officer. 


Budget Committee recommends $100.00. 


Article 13. To see if the town will raise and ap- 
propriate $240.00 for public health nursing in Alfred. 
Said sum to be expended by the Maine Department of 
Health and Welfare for local service. 


Budget Committee recommends $240.00. 


Article 14. To see what sum of money, if any, the 
town will vote to raise by tax assessment for the 
maintenance of Highways and Bridges. 


Budget Committee recommends $1,500.00. 


Article 15. To see if the town will vote to raise 
money by tax assessment for State Aid Roads in addi- 
tion to the amount regularly raised for ways, high- 
ways and bridges. 


Budget Committee recommends $1,464.00 plus unex- 
pended balance. 


Article 16. To see what sum of money, if any, the 
town will vote to raise by tax assessment and appro- 
priate for maintaining and tarring roads. 


Budget Committee recommends $3,500.00. 
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Article 17. To see what sum of money, if any, the 
town will vote to raise by tax assessment for opening 
roads in the winter. 


Budget Committee recommends $10,000.00 plus un- 
expended balance. 


Article 18. To see what sum of money, if any, the 
town will vote to raise by tax assessment for relief of 
the Poor. 


Budget Committee recommends $500.00. 


Article 19. To see what sum of money, if any, the 
town will vote to raise by tax assessment for the War 
Veterans’ Aid Account. 


Budget Committee recommends that the unexpended 
balance of $500.00 be brought forward. 


Article 20. To see what sum of money if any, the 
town will vote to raise by tax assessment and appropri- 
ate for maintenance, improvement and equipment of 
the Alfred Fire Department, plus hose. 


Budget Committee recommends $2,250.00. 


Article 21. To see what sum of money, if any, the 
town will vote to raise by tax assessment to be added 
to the Alfred Fire Truck Fund. 


Budget Committee recommends $1,000.00. 
Article 22. To see what sum of money, if any, the 


town will vote to raise by tax assessment for hydrant 
rental for the ensuing year. 


Budget Committee recommends $4,420.00. 
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Article 23. To see what sum of money, if any, the 
town will vote to raise by tax assessment for Dutch 
elm control and planting trees. 


Budget Committee recommends $1,000.00. 


Article 24. To see what sum of money, if any, the 
town will vote to raise by tax assessment for cutting 
bushes. 


Budget Committee recommends $400.00. 


Article 25. To see what sum of money, if any, the 
town will vote to raise by tax assessment for Civil De- 
fense and Public Safety. 


Budget Committee recommends that the unexpended 
balance of $228.22 be brought forward. 


Article 26. To see what sum of money, if any, the 
town will vote to raise by tax assessment for the Moth- 
ers’ Aid Account. 


Budget Committee recommends $400.00. 


Article 27. To see if the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of one hundred dollars ($100.00) 
to be paid to the State of Maine Publicity Bureau to be 
expended and used for advertising the natural resourc- 
es, advantages, and attractions of the State of Maine 
in, accordance with the provisions of Chapter 91, Sec- 
tion 108, of the Revised Statutes of 1954. 


Budget Committee recommends $50.00. 
Article 28. To see what sum of money, if any, the 


town will vote to raise by tax assessment for interest 
on loans. 
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Budget Committee recommends $1,200.00 plus un- 
expended balance. 


Article 29. To see if the town will vote to allow a 2 
percent discount on all taxes paid within 30 days after 
commitment and to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$1,000.00 for the purpose. 


Budget Committee has no recommendation. 


Article 30. To see if the town will vote to charge in- 
terest on all taxes unpaid on September 1st until paid, 
and to fix the amount at 6 per cent per annum. 


Article 31. To see if the town will authorize the Se- 
lectmen to use the excise tax to reduce the tax rate. 


Article 32. To see if the town will raise by tax as- 
sessment the sum of $100.00 for the Memorial Day Ser- 
vices. 


Budget Committee recommends $100.00. 


Article 33. To see if the town will authorize the Se- 
lectmen in behalf of the town to sell and dispose of 
-any real estate by public sale that has been acquired 
by the town for non-payment of taxes thereon, on 
such terms as they may deem advisable, and to exe- 
cute quit-claim deeds for such property, or to exe- 
cute quit-claim deeds to original owners upon payment 
of all cost and interest. 


Article 34. To see what sum of money, if any, the 
town will vote to raise by tax assessment to hire an 
adult patrolman at the school crossing on route #111. 


Budget Committee recommends $500.00. 
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Article 35. To see if the town will instruct the Mod- 
erator to appoint one member to serve on the budget 
committee for five years. The person being appointed 
shall reside in the same section of town as the person 
he or she replaces on the Committee. 


Article 36. To see if the town will raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $125.00 based on $50.00 per million 
dollars of current State valuation (the same rate at 
which all member municipalities in York County are 
being assessed) to be paid to the York County Region- 
al Planning Commission to support its work in behalf 
of the county and its municipalities during 1969. 


Budget Committee recommends $125.00. 


Article 37. To see if the town will vote to bring 
forward the sum of $250.00 taken from surplus at a 
special town meeting for purchase of land for the 
town dump.

To see what sum of money, if any, the 
town will vote to raise by tax assessment for a Red 
Cross Swimming Program, sponsored by the Alfred 
Parents Club.

To see what sum of money, if any, the 
town will vote to raise by tax assessment for replacing 
water service to town hall and paving town hall yard. 


Budget Committee recommends that the unexpended 
balance of $1,327.68 be brought forward. 


Article 42. To see if the town will vote to appropri- 
ate the sum of $400.00 to cooperate with the Maine 
Forest Service and Federal Government in the control 
of white pine blister rust, in accordance with Title 12 
M.R.S.A. Ch. 213 Subchapter IV. 


Article 43. To see if the town will vote to have the 
Moderator appoint a committee of three to work with 
the planning board for a mobile home ordinance for 
the Town of Alfred.

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PARSONS MEMORIAL LIBRARY 


To the Directors of the library, and the residents of the 
Town of Alfred, I submit the 63rd annual report: 


A total of 409 books have been added to our shelves 
during the year. Considerable weeding has been done 
and 308 worn and obsolete books have been discarded. 
Much more of this work should be done. 


Many of the new acquisitions were gifts. Among 
these are “Indians of the Americas” from the New 
Century Club; “Time-view Analysis Shows All Stud- 
ies Form One Perspective,” the first of a three-article 
serial, by Dr. David H. Wilson, the author; “A History 
of Nelson, N. H. 1767-1967”, edited and presented by 
Parke H. Struthers, a former Alfred resident; “Cas- 
sell’s History of England”, in four volumes, given in 
memory of Maynard Wright, by Professor Emeritus 
Andrew MacPhail, a classmate; and many children’s 
books given by young friends. We are very gateful for 
all these. 


Adult book circulation during the year has in- 
creased somewhat but total figures show a small de- 
crease in student borrowers. Greater use of the library 
and its reference books has increased among students. 


Seventeen new adult cards and 13 student cards 
have been issued; six cards have been discontinued. 
Many out-of-town borrowers have used the library 
through interlibrary loan and summer privileges. 


Mrs. Faunce held a weekly story hour for younger 
children during the summer vacation. The 3rd grade, 
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with the teacher, made their usual visit to the library, 
on an off-library-day. 


National Library Week and National Children’s 
Book Week were both observed with displays of suit- 
able books at the library. 


Mrs. Roberts and the librarian attended book se- 
lection meetings sponsored by the State Library at the 
Springvale Library. None of the trustees was able to 
attend the State-sponsored Round Table meeting in 
the Fall. 


Four book stacks have been built in the basement. 
Two additional movable book trucks have been pur- 
chased. 

Electric cable has been installed on the eaves on 
the north side of the library roof to prevent ice-dam 


formation. A new floodlight now illuminates the front 
entrance.

The Council feels it is very important that 
everyone take advantage of this yearly service. Testing 
results can change from year to year. 


Services of the Community Family and Child 
Guidance Association have been gratefully used this 
past year, as needed by the townspeople. 


The Health Council thanks Dr. Richards and Miss 
Poirier for their continued interest and support dur- 
ing this past year.

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REPORT OF THE PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE 


Alfred — 1968 


The general purpose of public health nursing is to 
help people and the community, as a whole, achieve 
and maintain optimal health. It is time again to review 
and evaluate the nursing services in Alfred during the 
past year. 


These services have been provided through the Di- 
vision of Public Health Nursing of the Department of 
Health and Welfare. A successful public health nurs- 
ing program depends largely upon the interest, sup- 
port and volunteer work of the local people, individ- 
ually and through organized group effort. 


Child Health Conferences were held during April, 
May and June with a total attendance of 9 infants and 
56 pre-school children. This is an increase over the 
last few years. Sixteen were given physical examina- 
tions. The following immunizations were given:

Measles vaccine and oral polio vaccine for the pre- 
school age group was provided free through the De- 
partment of Health and Welfare. Our aim is to protect 
every pre-school child against these two serious dis- 
eases. 
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In the fall, 86 pupils from grades 1-4-7 and athletes 
were gven physical examinations by Dr. Richards with 
the assistance of your public health nurse and mem- 
bers of the health council. Only two conditions requir- 
ing follow-up care were found this year. Hearing tests 
were given to 26 pupils from grade 2 and teacher refer- 
rals from other grades. None were found to have any 
significant hearing loss. 


Tuberculin tests on 33 pupils from the entering 
grade and seventh grade were done in March 1968 and 
in October 1968, 47 pupils from these same grades were 
tested. All tests were negative. This is an ongoing 
program to discover unknown cases of tuberculosis. 
Because of the limited contacts of children, it may be 
easier to find the source of infection. Regular confer- 
ences have been held with school personnel to discuss 
health problems. 


In April, an immunization clinic was held with a 
total attendance of 97. The following immunizations 
were given:

In order to complete the polio series, 30 children 
received the second dose of oral polio vaccine in Oct- 
ber. 


Participation in pre-school registration has given 
me an opportunity to discuss the health history and 
immunization record of each child and include this 
information on the school health record which is 
started at this time. I have found parents much more 
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aware of the importance of keeping a good health 
record. 


Home visits were made to families with specific 
health problems. These visits included all patients of 
age groups infant through elderly. 


I would like to take this opportunity to thank ev- | 
eryone who has assisted me during the past year. I am 
especially grateful to the members of the health coun- 
cil who have so generously given volunteer assistance 
in carrying out the health activities.

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NOTICE CONCERNING RABIES 


IMMUNIZATION 


You are reminded that the following regulations 
were adopted on April 1, 1968, in accordance with the 
provisions of Title 22, Section 1312, Revised Statutes of 
Maine, 1964, and are still in effect. 


1. No license shall be issued for any dog in the 
state without the presentation of a valid certificate 
showing that the animal has been immunized against 
rabies. 


2. A certificate of immunization shall be consid- 
ered valid for the purpose of license issuance if it is 
authenticated by a licensed veterinarian or by an of- 
ficial health department. 


3. The certificate must show that the date of im- 
munization has been within 365 days ig odoahaats the 
date of application for the dog license. 


If you have any questions about these regulations, 
please feel free to contact the Division of Communi- 
cable Disease Control of this Department for further 
information. 


The major point of confusion surrounding these 
recommendations has concerned the so-called “three 
year” rabies vaccines for dogs. The Maine Veterinary 
Medical Association and this Department have dis- 
cussed the use of these vaccines and feel that, because 
of the intensity of the recent epidemic of rabies in ani- 
mals, all vaccines can be relied upon for only one year 
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of protection. Therefore, there are no exceptions to 
the regulation that immunization must have been per- 
formed within 365 days of the date of application for 
licensure. 


Dog taxes are due and payable on or before the 
first day of January of each year.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 
January 1, 1969 
To the Board of School Directors and to the Citizens of 


School Administrative District No. 57: 

Major emphasis this year has of necessity centered on the construc- 
tion of the new six-year secondary school facility in Waterboro, and on 
the complex planning in the areas of curriculum, staff, equipment and 
transportation which is pre-requisite to occupancy of the school in 
September, 1969. Incorporating a kindergarten program for five-year 
olds into the existing school program, also for September, 1969, be- 
comes possible through utilization of classroom space presently used 
by the seventh and/or eighth grades in the existing elementary schools. 


Present planning, as it has been developed to date by staff and 
school directors, places all pupils of grades seven through twelve in the 
the new high school currently under construction. Kindergarten and 
grades one through six are scheduled for single grade classrooms in 
Alfred, Limerick, Lyman and Waterboro. A similar single-graded 
system for Newfield and Shapleigh pupils, approved by the Board, 
becomes possible by combining pupils in grades one through six in the 
four classrooms at Shapleigh and in the two classrooms at Newfeld, 
and by transporting a combined Newfield-Shapleigh kindergarten class 
to the Limerick School. 


Attention is directed to the separate reports on following pages of 
the elementary supervisor, of the high school principal, and of the 
Building Committee.

Allocations of federal funds under the Elementary and Secondary 
Education Act of 1965 were at about the same levels as for the previous 
year. The sum of $10,050:00 was received and expended under Title I 
for summer classes in reading and in mathematics. For school libraries 
Title II funds in the amount of $1,241.04 were received and expended 
for library books. The York County Community Action Program 
funded a summer Headstart program, which was conducted in the 
Alfred School. 


A greatly increased appropriation will be required to overate the 
school system for 1969. A. major cause is the drastically increased state 
valuations, which in turn require greater local and lesser state contri- 
butions to the cost of education. Other reasons are the necessity to cap- 
italize many items in the new school, increased transportation costs, 
increased costs of operating a larger school plant, and increased teacher 
salaries. Some of these items, as kindergarten and transportation, will 
result in increased state subsidy in a subsequent biennium, but the 
entire cost must be capitalized by the district in this biennium. 


The financial statement for 1968 follows separately. 


Sincere appreciation is expressed to the staff, directors, municipal 
officers and. citizens for their helpful cooperation in operating our 
“school system this past year. Your continuing cooperation and helpful- 
ness is solicited for the coming year in the many problems which must 
be solved.

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REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL 


It is a pleasure to make my first annual report to the citizens of 
S.A.D. No. 57. My year, thus far, has been interesting and challenging. 


My first interest is that of organizing a school of which the stu- 
dents may be proud and in which they may continue their education 
without interruption. It was necessary, therefore, to examine the 
curriculum and activities of the schools where our students are pres- 
ently attending and to arrange our curriculum and activities, so as to 
be representative of these schools. An information booklet was written 
explaining the curriculum to the students and a special booklet “The 
Open Door to Opportunity” was written for the incoming freshmen. I 
was then able to proceed with the registration of prospective students. 


I fee] that our curriculum and activities program will be com- 
parable to the other high schools in York County. Provisions will be 
made for the addition of courses and activities in areas where active 
student interest is shown. We have been admitted to two leagues for 
athletic competition. In football we will compete in the Western Maine 
Class D. Football Conference and have an eight game schecule for next 
year. In all other sports we will compete in the Southern York Secon- 
dary School Association. The band and glee club are planned as a part 
of the regular school curriculum. 


My additional time has been spent in helping in the planning of 
laboratory and gym facilities; assisting in certain phases of the budget 
and examining textbooks and supplies for future purchase. I have also 
been engaged in screening and interviewing prospective teachers. This 
latter is of great importance as no matter how well the school is 
planned, it is wasted effort unless a faculty capable of carrying out these 
plans can be secured. 


It has been) kept in mind that our school is being built for the stu- 
dents and every effort will be made to include them in its planning. 
They have been given the responsibility of selecting the school name 
and the school colors and in the near future a committee of students 
will be formed to help with the planning for the yearbock, newspaper, 
school ring and seal and the student council. 


I would like to express my appreciation for the cooperaticn I have 
received from all those persons connected with the cperation of the 
District and a special note of thanks to the principals of the schools 
where our students now attend for the assistance they have given me. 
I, along with you, am looking forward to the opening of this school 
when the work and the planning of many people will become a reality.

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REPORT OF THE ELEMENTARY SUPERVISOR 


In the past year SAD No. 57’s elementary schools have experienced 
several changes and improvements. With the opening next fall of the 
new school, which will give us much needed room in the elementary 
schools, many more changes and improvements will be made. The 
paragraphs below are an attempt to explain some of the changes 
and innovations in our elementary schools that have already been 
made as well as those that are scheduled to begin next fall. 


When our current sixth grade students enter our new schoo] as 
seventh graders, SAD No. 57 will have accomplished its goal of having 
all the students in the six towns enter the seventh grade with the 
same curriculum background. Thus we will have a coordinated ele- 
mentary school system in six towns feeding our junior high school 
with students who will have had basically the same preparation. 

As for specific areas of the curriculum, we now have a coordinated 
and sequential modern mathematics curriculum up through ithe sixth 
grade. This program stresses mathematical concepts. We are supple- 
menting the basic texts with, among other things, kits which provide 
practical application and drill relative to basic mathematical concepts. 
In reading we are emphasizing phonics by extending last year’s new 
Phonetic Keys program: from grade one to grade two. We are also now 
using new supplemental phonics workbooks in grades two through six. 
Enrichment and supplemental reading kits, which were used in our 
Summer School, are being utilized in the middle grades. In addition, a 
new English program has been adopted by the District this year. The 
program combines traditional grammar, structural grammar, transfor- 
mational grammar and linguistics. 


The most exciting innovation next year will be what many con- 
sider the foundation of a school system—the kindergarten. I envision 
our kindergarten as having two major goals. One goal is to prepare 
our children for the ever increasingly sophisticated academic work 
which they will encounter as they progress through school. The other 
goal is to develop in our children a healthful attitude toward school 
by stressing the concepts that school is fun and that school is a place 
in which work is done. 


Next year many of our elementary students will have the new 
experience of being in a single graded room. Present planning will 
permit us to eliminate all multi-grade rooms in the District. Education- 
ally, this will be a great step forward. Present planning also calls for a 
full, time music teacher at the elementary level as well as a part time 
art teacher who will be shared with the high school. 


It has been very gratifying to me to see some of the above devel- 
opments become realities and I look forward to next year with great 
enthusiasm when all of the programs will be in operation. I think that 
the citizens of the District are to be commended for the sacrifices and 
contributions that are required to make our school system what it is 
today, and more importantly what it will be in the future.

An audit of the financial records maintained by 
the various officers of the Town of Alfred has been 
completed for the municipal year ended December 31, 
1968. 


The examination included a review of cash trans- 
actions as well as an analysis of available funds and ex- 
penditures. The results are incorporated in the fol- 
lowing comments, exhibits, and supporting schedules. 


An analysis of the results of the year’s operations 
showed that net departmental balances credited to 
surplus amounted to $6,519.92, per the following sum- 
mary:

Taxes receivable of $16,490.85 represented the un- 
collected balance of the 1968 commitment amounting to 
$16,477.35 and $13.50 on prior years balances. 


Tax lens and tax acquired property amounted to 
$3,513.15 and $954.93 respectively at the closing date. 
Town owned property totaled $192.95. 


LIABILITIES ... The Town had no recorded general 
fund! liabilities at the audit date. 


SURPLUS ... The appropriated surplus of the Town, 
representing appropriation account balances carried 
forward to the ensuing year, amounted to $5,496.50 at 
the year end. This consisted of various balances car- 
ried forward in compliance with statutory require- 
ment or as directed by the selectmen. 


The unappropriated surplus of the Town amounted 
to $21,096.91, an increase of $7,096.10 as compared with 
the preceding year. This increase was occasioned prin- 
cipally by Departmental Balances lapsed to surplus 
and by gain and interests on Tax Liens.

To the Directors of the library, and the residents of the 
Town, I submit the 64th annual report: 


Circulation figures for the year show a slight increase 
over those for 1968. This is encouraging as so many 
libraries report decreases in juvenile and young people 
circulation, due in part to the fine collections in the 
school libraries. 


In September, Mrs. Dorothy Hill joined our staff as 
assistant. She works one forenoon a week in the 
elementary school library, using small selections of 
books from the town library. These are changed as 
needed to satisfy the young borrowers. In three months 
285 of our books were used. 


A total of 208 books have been added to our shelves. 
Many of these are gifts which we very much appreciate 
as we have been operating on a very limited budget this 
past year. Drastic cuts have been made in the Federal 
appropriations for library services. Ninety-two worn and 
obsolete titles have been discarded. 


Thirty-one new adult and students cards and three 
temporary cards have been issued. Due to several 
families moving out-of-town 27 cards have been 
discontinued or placed in the inactive file. 


A group of Headstart children, with teachers and 
assistants, visited the library for two hours in July. This 
was a rewarding experience for all concerned as many of 
the youngsters had never been inside a library before. 


Two staff members attended a regional Round Table 
for librarians at the Cape Elizabeth library. National 
Library Week and Children’s Book Week were observed 
with displays of suitable books at the schools and 


library. 
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The New Century Club gave us “The Quest for 
Arthur’s Britain”? by Geoffrey Ashe, and RCA donated 
20 long-playing popular records which are beginning to 
circulate. Warren Sayward presented numerous papers, 
blueprints and photos from his father’s estate. Mr. 
Sayward was one of the crew which did the carpentry in 
the library when it was built in 1903.

Alfred — 1969 


The health of the people is really the foundation 
upon which their happiness and accomplishments 
depend. The first responsibility for health rests with 
each person. Health is not something that parents can 
present to their children as a lifelong gift. 


In order to help people and the community as a 
whole to achieve and maintain optimal health, the 
Division of Public Health Nursing of the Department of 
Health and Welfare has provided the following services 
in the town of Alfred during the past year. 


Child Health Conferences were held during April, 
May and June with a total attendance of 3 infants and 
34 preschool children. Only 7 from this group took 
advantage of the physical examination offered. The 
main purpose of the Child Health Conference is health 
supervision of the well child. The following 
immunizations were given:

Hearing tests on 21 pupils from grade 2 and teacher 
referrals from other grades were done in January. 
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Following the custom of previous years I have again 
participated in preschool registration to discuss the 
health history and immunization needs of each child 
and include this information on the school health 
record. 


A major change in the program is the appointment of 
a full-time school nurse for the district. Because of this 
and the addition of more territory the school program 
has not yet been done for this school year. We plan to 
work together and share information that will help to 
provide better health services for your community. 


Home visits to individuals and families are still the 
closest link between the patient and the public health 
nurse. I have made as many home visits as time would 
allow to meet the specific health needs. 


Volunteer assistance from members of the health 
council has been of valuable help to me. Without their 
support much less could be accomplished. 

I would like to thank everyone who has contributed | 


in any way towards my efforts for better health for the 
people of Alfred.

NOTICE 
IMMUNIZATION OF DOGS AGAINST RABIES 
Chapter 244, Public Law 69 states that: 


“No city or town clerk shall issue a license for any dog 
until the applicant has filed with such clerk proof that 
such dog has been immunized against rabies in 
accordance with rules and regulations promulgated by 
the Commissioner of Health and Welfare, provided that 
the requirement of immunization may be waived by 
such clerk under conditions set forth by _ the 
Commissioner of Health and Welfare.”’ 


The following rules are hereby promulgated in 
accordance with these provisions: 


1. A certificate of immunization shall be considered 
valid for the purpose of license issuance if it is 
authenticated by a licensed veterinarian or by an official 
health department. 

2. The certificate must show that the date of 
immunization has been within 730 days (two years) 
preceding the date of application for the dog license. 


Dog taxes are due and payable on or before the first day 
of January of each year.

TOWN OF ALFRED 
January 1, 1969to December 31, 1969 


An audit of the financial records maintained by the 
Town officers of Alfred has been completed for the 
municipal year ended December 31, 1969. 


The examination included a_ review of cash 
transactions and an analysis of available funds and 
expenditures. The results are incorporated in the 
following comments, exhibits, and supporting schedules. 


An analysis of the results of the year’s operations 
showed that net departmental balances credited to 
general fund surplus amounted to $3,704.95, per the 
following summary:

Overdrafts (5,096.84) 
Net Balances to surplus $3,704.95 

ASSETS . . . The general fund cash balance of 


$11,303.11 was reconciled with a statement furnished 
by Sanford Trust Co., Sanford, Maine. 


Accounts Receivable of $5,635.28 represented 
amounts due from the State for highway construction, 
and a balance due from the Tax Collector. 


Taxes Receivable, Tax Liens and Tax Acquired 
Property amounted to $19,316.33, $3,548.69 and 
$350.53 respectively. 


LIABILITIES . . . The Town had no recorded general 
fund liabilities at the year end. 
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SURPLUS .. . Departmental balances carried forward to 
the ensuing year amounted to $1,317.05, and 
represented Civil Defense and other funds appropriated 
for-uncompleted or continuing projects. 


Unappropriated surplus amounted to $38,836.89, an 
increase of $17,739.98 as compared with the preceding 
year. This increase was occasioned principally by the 
sale of Town owned property. The Town recorded gross 
receipts of $23,128.69 on the sale of Town owned 
property and settlements of Tax liens during the year. 


‘SPECIAL FUNDS ... Transactions effecting the various 
special funds were reviewed. Disbursements were 
recorded only in the Parsons Memorial Library fund.

To the Directors of the library, and the residents of the 
Town, | submit the 65th annual report: 


A total of 243 books have been added to our shelves 
during the year; many of these are gift paperbacks which, 
although they are comparatively short-lived, are appreci- 
ated. Paperbacks are usually reinforced to prolong their 
usefulness. The New Century Club gave us ‘’Population 
in Perspective” and other friends donated numerous used 
and new titles. The Columbia Record Company sent us 
20 long-playing records. 


Circulation has decreased considerably, especially in 
the student column now that the schools all have such 
fine libraries. Adult non-fiction is increasing in popular- 
ity. With our limited resources and the rising prices of 
books we have been unable to buy many of.those we 
would like to have. Weeding of obsolete and worn books 
has continued on a small scale. Thirty-six new borrowers 
have registered; very few cards have been removed. 


We have recently subscribed to the Centralized Cata- 
loging Service at the N. H. State Library. This is financed 
by a Federal grant and we hope it will speed up the pro- 
cessing of books to get them into the hands of the bor- 
rowers sooner. 


Children’s Book Week, National Library Week and 
Education Week were observed with suitable displays and 
Bowdoin College art prints were shown at Elementary 
Schools and the Library for two weeks. 


Two of the staff attended the State-soonsored Round 
Table meeting at Biddeford in September. The librarian 
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and assistant visited the SAD 57 library in the fall and 
were truly impressed by the size and quality of their 
collection and facilities. 

Vandalism and malicious mischief have been a problem 
in and about the library during the summer and fall. At 
present this nuisance seem to have improved.

NURSING SERVICE IN ALFRED 
IN THE YEAR 1970 


Public health nursing is a special field of nursing that 
combines the skills of nursing and public health for the 
promotion of health, prevention of illness and disability 
and rehabilitation. 


In Alfred two services are provided - a school nurse 
for the district, and a nurse from the Division of Public 
Health Nursing. 


The health picture of the nation has changed consid- 
erably during the last decade. Due to research many 
diseases can now be prevented by immunization. When 
the immunization level is high, epidemics should not 
occur. Because of our attempts to eradicate some dis- 
eases through immunizations, such diseases as diphtheria, 
whooping cough, tetanus, polio, smallpox and more re- 
cently, measles and German measles are on their way to 
being diseases of the past. For many years our efforts 
have been directed to the health care of infants and pre- 
school children through Child Health Conferences. 


Conferences were held during April, May and June 
with a total attendance of forty-two. Eleven were given 
physical examinations. The following immunizations were 
given:

“No city or town clerk shall issue a license for dny dog 
until the applicant has filed with such clerk proof that 
such dog has been immunized against rabies in accord- 
ance with rules and regulations promulgated by the Com- 
missioner of Health and Welfare, provided that the re- 
quirement of immunization may be waived by such clerk 
under conditions set forth by the Commissioner of 
Health and Welfare.” 


The following rules are hereby promulgated in accord- 
ance with these provisions: 


1. A certificate of immunization shall be considered 
valid for the purpose of license issuance if it is authenti- 
cated by a licensed veterinarian or by an official health 
department. 

2. The certificate must show that the date of immun- 
ization has been within 730 days (two years) preceding 
the date of application for the dog license. 


Dog taxes are due and payable on or before the first day 
of January of each year.

An audit of the financial records maintained by the 
Town officers of Alfred has been completed for the 
municipal year ended December 31, 1970. 


The examination included a review of cash transac- 
tions and an analysis of available funds and expenditures. 
The results are incorporated in the following comments, 
exhibits, and supporting schedules. 


An analysis of the results of the year’s operations 
showed that net departmental balances credited to Gen- 
eral fund surplus amounted to $9,748.91 per the follow- 
ing summary:

ASSETS . . . The general fund cash balance of 
$16,678.06 was reconciled with a statement furnished 
by Sanford Trust Co., Sanford, Maine.

spectively. 


LIABILITIES . . . The Town has no recorded general 
fund liabilities at the year end.

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Defense and other funds appropriated for uncompleted 
or continuing projects. 


Unappropriated surplus amounted to $43,759.72, an 
increase of $4,922.83 as compared with the preceding 
year.

PARSONS MEMORIAL LIBRARY 


To the Directors of the library, and the voters of the 
Town, we submit the 66th, annual report: 


Since Mrs. Dorothy Hill joined the staff as assistant at 
the library we have been able to accomplish drastic 
weeding of books and made a start on catalog card 
filing. A very successful sale of worn and out-of-date 
books netted $100.25 during the summer - there is 
much more to be done - we have not started on the 
non-fiction. Many books have been stored or discarded. 
Mrs. Hill has outlined several new projects and done 
much to make the library more attractive. 

With the increase in the town’s appropriation we have 
increased, to a degree, our acquisitions, but still need 
means to continue this forward step. Interlibrary loans 
have helped us to supply patrons with titles which we 
do not own. Thirty-eight new student borrowers and 18 
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adult cards have been issued; only two cards have been 
discontinued. 

Two of the staff attended a book selection meeting at 
the Gorham library. There were no Round Table 
meetings in the State as the State Library was involved 
in moving into their new quarters.

An audit of the financial records maintained by the 
Town Officers of Alfred has been completed for the 
municipal year ended December 31, 1971. 


The examination included a review of cash transac- 
tions and an analysis of available funds and expendi- 
tures.

SOUTHERN MAINE REGIONAL PLANNING 
COMMISSION REPORT FOR 1972 


The purpose of the Southern Maine Regional Planning 
Commission may be summarized as follows: (1) to pro- 
vide central staff technical assistance and professional 
services to local planning boards and other local officials; 
(2) to acquire and share human, economic and natural 
resource information on the area which will be useful to 
the member municipalities and the region; (3) to bring 
the municipalities together to consider and coordinate 
desirable management and governmental action relative 
to their common problems and advantages; and (4) to 
assist in obtaining available State and Federal assistance 
in planning and work programs of value to its members. 


During 1972 such efforts were notably strengthened 
by expansion of the central staff and a marked increase 
in services which were delivered directly to the local 
municipalities. These services included technical assis- 
tance to local officials from two staff planners and an 
environmental engineer, management information and 
aids, and legal counsel. These services were provided 
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through public informational meetings (approximately 
24); staff meetings (well over 100) with local planning 
boards and other officia's within the individual munici- 
palities; extensive publication and distribution of infor- 
mational materials, such as: State laws and regulations; 
material on State and Federal agencies and the assistance 
available through them; and staff research and/or pub- 
lications on the region, such as: ongoing work on a com- 
prehensive water, sewer and storm drainage regional plan, 
groundwater research and investigation, solid waste man- 
agement investigations, etc. 


In addition, the Commission developed, in close co- 
ordination with municipal representatives and local plan- 
ing boards, the Planning Board Standards for Reviewing 
Land Subdivisions which have been adopted almost 
unanimously by the region’s local planning boards in re- 
sponse to State requirements. These Standards have 
been an important means of helping local planning boards 
to fulfill their legal requirements and also to guide 
rapidly increasing land development in directions which 
are sound and consistent with the best future interests 
of the municipalities and the region in general. 


During the fall, the Commission has started work on 
a similar, though more complex, project relating to State 
requirements for local zoning. This is an outgrowth of 
the Mandatory Shoreland Zoning law, which demands 
that local municipalities zone their shorelands by June 
30, 1973 or have it done for them by the State. The Com- 
mission, again working with muncipal representatives 
and local planning boards and other officials, is in the 
process of developing model zoning regulations designed 
to meet the needs of the region and to be thoroughly re- 
viewed and discussed prior to submission to local govern- 
ing bodies for local action. Again, the individual munici- 
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palities, working alone and unassisted, would find it ex- 
tremely difficult to measure up to the requirements. 


The Commission, by means of local municipal fund- 
ing amounting to about 15% of its total budget, has 
been able to establish itself as a workable and valuable 
tool for its member municipalities and to demonstrate 
to State and Federal agencies that it deserves to be sup- 
ported with an additional 85% financial assistance 
through public funds. Though it receives such extensive 
outside help, the Commission nevertheless exists solely 
to serve local municipalities individually and collectively. 
It is governed solely by local, municipal and county 
representatives. It is dedicated by State law, by its by- 
laws and by its own organization solely to determine 
and defend the local and regional interests. It cannot 
rule or regulate, but can only advise. With these pur- 
poses and constraints, it would appear that the Com- 
mission is both an essential tool and an organizational 
bargain for its member municipalities.

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REPORT OF THE ALFRED PLANNING BOARD 


The regular meetings of the Alfred Planning Board 
are on the second and fourth Mondays of each month 
at 7:00 P.M. at the Alfred Town Hall. At present we 
hold ‘work meetings’ on the remaining Mondays. 


Since town meeting of 1972, the Board has approved 
44 new lots in eleven subdivisions that were reviewed. 
Two subdivisions were not approved because of poor 
soil conditions. 


On May 24, 1972 the Planning Board Standards for 
Reviewing Land Subdivisions were adopted with two 
minor changes from the Standards adopted by the 
Southern Maine Regional Planning Commission. 


The Board was expertly assisted by SMRPC during 
1973 im preparing a Comprehensive Plan for the Town 
of Alfred, which the Board adopted on September 24, 
1973, after a public hearing. 


On October 22, 1973 the Board adopted a moritorium 
on all major subdivisions (over four lots) until the March 
Town Meeting to give us a chance to complete a zoning 
ordinance and other regulatory ordinances to present to 
a town meeting. This would not affect a 12 lot subdivi- 
sion which is being reviewed. 


The State of Maine’s deadline for municipal adoption 
for shoreland zoning and subdivision control ordinances 
is June 30, 1974. The Planning Board is the municipal 
body responsible for preparing such ordinances. 


Due to the pressure of the influx of people and land 
developers from the south of us, many of our citizens 
see a great need for regulatory ordinances such as zoning, 
a building code and a plumbing code to direct and chan- 
nel new development in the best interests of the Town 


of Alfred and its people. 
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The Board feels a heavy responsibility in preparing 
good and fair zoning ordinances and codes to protect 
the quality of life in what many feel is one of the most 
attractive towns in Maine. In the coming weeks there will 
be public hearings, where we shall ask for your guidance. 
We urge your attendance.

We have examined the accompanying balance sheet of the Town of Alfred, 
Maine as of December 31, 1973 and the related statements of operations - 
general fund and changes in fund balances for the vear then ended. Our 
examination was made in accordance with generally accepted auditing 
standards, and accordingly included such tests of the accounting records 
and such other auditing procedures as we considered necessary in the 
circumstances. 


In our opinion, the financial statements referred to above present fairly 
the financial position of the Town of Alfred at December 31, 1973 and 

the results of its operations for the year then ended in conformity with 
accounting practices generally followed by municipalities applied on a 
basis consistent with that of the preceding year.
